brains. 
This sou nds alm ost incredible 
a t a tim e when women are en­ 
gaged in v irtu ally ev ery line of 
endeav or. There was a day , of 
cou rse, when women were su p­ 
posed to be the decorativ e ap­ 
pendages of domesticity , when it 
was considered u tterly presu m p­ 
tu ou s and fantastic for the fem ­ 
inine m ind to cope with im port­ 
ant problems, when a lady ’s com­ 
m ent on significant issu es was 
rew arded as the m erest gu ff. 
B u t we cannot bring ou rselv es 
to believ e th a t this v estige of 
antiq u ated thinking is still pre­ 
v alent. There are, in point of 
fact, too m any fine women of in­ 
tellectu al geniu s already prov ing 
the absu rdity of the threadbare 
fallacy th a t ou tstanding accom­ 
plishm ent in the realm of art, 
science, economics, law, 
m edi­ 
cine, bu siness or indu stry is a t 
all dependent u pon or related to 
th e ex igencies of sex u al statu s. 
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In clam ping down on 
news 
from England and in placing in­ 
creasingly sev ere cu rbs u pon Ita l­ 
ian jou rnalists, Prem ier Mu sso­ 
lini m ay hav e started som ething 
th a t ev entu ally will react u nfav ­ 
orably u pon his own regime. 
The techniq u e employ ed by 
way of spiting G reat B ritain a ct­ 
u ally leav es the Italian people 
w ith little m ental fodder sav e 
th a t of hom e-grown propaganda, 
cu t off as they now are from the 
rational reading of any av erage 
free citizen. 
Bu t ev en as this new cu rtail­ 
m ent lessens the m an-in-the- 
street’s ability to be correctly in­ 
formed, ju st so does it encou rage 
th e grape-v ine spreading of na ­ 
tional ru rors. 
Becau se 
the 
gossip 
m ethod 
leads to distortion of facts, Italy 
will su rely be in worse case th an 
if II Du ce had let norm al m eth­ 
ods of news dissem ination pre­ 
v ail. 
Confu sion, distru st and per­ 
haps disru ption of the Italian 
dictatorship may be the pride u l­ 
tim ately paid for the misgu ided 
policy of jou rnalistic su ppression.

“We are confident we can car­ 
ry the m otion by a com fortable 
m argin.”

His annou ncem ent was v irtu ­ 
ally the first pu blic statem ent on 
the cou rt controv ersy m ade by 
any member of the congression­ 
al delegation which accom pan­ 
ied the body of Senator Robin­ 
son (D., Ark.) to his Little Rock 
home for bu rial. 
Ending the political tru ce de­ 
clared 
im m ediately 
after the 
senate Democratic leader’s death 
last W ednesday , Bu rke’s state­ 
m ent indicated the fiv e-m onth 
stru ggle ov er the ju diciary legis­ 
lation was nearing its end. 
If the motion to recom m it the 
bill is carried, it wou ld effectu ­ 
ally bu ry the m easu re for the 
rest of this session. 
Its defeat, 
m any senators 
agreed, 
m ight 
bring a speedy collapse of the 
opposition, 
which ex pects 
to 
m u ster its greatest strength on 
the recom m ittal motion. 
B u rke’s challenge was q u ickly 
accepted by Senator M inton (D., 
Ind.) one of the cou rt bill’s m ost 
v igorou s 
defenders, 
who

clares : 
“We are ready to v ote any 
time, and I know th a t we can 
win.” 
O ther opposition leaders pri­ 
v ately agreed w ith Bu rke’s pre­ 
diction th a t a v ote wou ld come 
a few hou rs after this special 
train, 
carry ing 
39 
senators, 
reaches W ashington. 
They de­ 
clined, howev er, to make 
any 
pu blic statem ent. 
Foes of the bill schedu led a 
clu b-car cau cu s for this ev ening, 
when they will work ou t final 
details of their strategy . It will 
be attended by Bu rke, Senators 
W heeler (D., M ont.), O’Mahoney 
(D., Wy o.), Clark (D., Mo.), and 
half a dozen others who hav e 
been most activ e in the fight.

Nazi Camp Is Opened In U. S. 
And Many Germans Take Part 


Andov er, N. J., Ju ly 19 ( JP) — 
Three hu ndred u niform ed boy s 
and girls settled down today to 
the healthy rou tine of ou tdoor 
life a t Nordland, Nazi-emblemed 
camp in the Su ssex Hills, after 
a day of “heiling,” folk-dancing 
and beer-drinking by 8 ,000 par­ 
ent members of the Germ an- 
American Volksbu nd. 
The 100-acre site is one of 21 
camps 
in 
the 
United 
States 
where more th an 200,000 child­ 
ren of G erm an descent spend 
the su m m er hiking, swimming, 
play ing, and su n-bathing, said 
hu sky Fritz K u hn, New 
York 
chemical engineer who is 
the 
Volksbu nd leader. 
Bronzed and stu rdy , the boy s 
and girls think the 
cam p 
is 
“swell,” bu t find the m ilitaristic 
discipline a bit strict. The ru le is 
th a t all conv ersation m u st be in 
G erm an. The object, said 
one 
leader, Fred Espenschied, is th at 
the 
y ou ngsters 
“won’t 
forget 
they ’re G erm an.” 
All were welcome—inclu ding 
those who sou ght a federal in­ 
v estigation on the charge the 
cam p was u nder Nazi control—at 
the first of the seV» on’s adu lt 
gatherngs y esterday . 
Fly ing the stars and stripes 
and swastika banners, 1,000 u ni­ 
formed m en accom panied by a 
m ilitary gu ard paraded by 
a 
platform featu ring a pictu re of 
Chancellor Hitler. 
Joining in the ceremonies were 
a grou p of Italian World W ar 
v eterans headed by Dr. Salv atore 


Caridi, 
who 
told 
“my 
Nazi 
friends” : 
“We are the best law -abiding 
citizens in the United States and 
we don’t like to hav e any one in­ 
su lt the leaders of th e nations 
from which we come.” 
The crowd 
applau ded 
when 
Ru dolph 
M arkm ann, 
eastern 
district leader of hte Volksbu nd, 
said “we are against John L. 
Lewis and the C. I. O. and will 
fight them becau se they are com­ 
m u nists and ru led by Moscow.” 
After the program of speeches, 
heils and fascists salu tes, 
the 
Volksbu nd tu rned to picnicking, 
bratw u rst-eating and beer drink­ 
ing. D ancing and singing wou nd 
u p the day .

Somewhere near the dot which 
is Howland Island, Miss E arh art 
and Noonan dropped from the 
skies in their fu elless land plane 
on a 2,7 50-mile flight from Lae, 
Nfew Gu inea, to the mid-Pacific 
sandspit. 
The 3'9 -y ear-old woman flier, 
known the world ov er for her 
av iation ex ploits, was circling 
the earth “ju st for fu n,” she said, 
bu t also to blaze possible new 
commercial rou tes.

The CIO leader got his 'first 
rebuke during the auto strikes 
last winter when he reminded 
the administration that labor 
had helped it and now expected 
help 
in 
return. 
“Statements, 
conversations 
and 
headlines,” 
said the president, were not in 
order. 
Now the president tells his 
press conference that while it 
was all right for federal em­ 
ployes to unionize to 
discuss 
grievances and present their 
wishes to congressional 
com­ 
mittees, it was not all right to 
expect to bargain collectively 
with the government and to de­ 
mand written contracts. 
The relationship of employes 
to the federal government is 
vastly different from the rela­ 
tionship of employes to private 
employers. In the latter case, the 
employes have had to intercede 
with congress for legislative ma­ 
chinery for use in dealing with 
their employers. Congress has 
responded liberally in the last 
year or two.

But in a large sense when fed­ 
eral employes come to congress 
for better wages and conditions, 
they are already dealing direct­ 
ly with their employer. Congress 
has the power to set out almost 
in detail the working conditions 
and pay of federal employes, and 
frequently does. Petty grievances 
can be handled best by grievance 
committees, as they have in the 
past. 
In any event it can be expect­ 
ed that a congress disposed to 
legislate for better conditions 
in private employment will also 
keep federal hands from work­ 
ing under sweatshop conditions. 
Actally, Lewis did himself no 
good in announcing his plan to 
organize federal employes. 
There has been rumors of a 
break between President Roose­ 
velt and Lewis, The president de­ 
clines to comment on them. But 
in all conscience it should be un­ 
necessary to announce a break 
that is as certain as twilight if 
Lewis continues his present way.

magnitu de nev er befo re seen. 
By air and sea, the search 
ex tended fo r a radiu s o f between 
300 and 6 00 miles aro u nd Ho w­ 
land, 1,500 miles so u th o f here. 
Bo lstered by what so me o ffic­ 
ials tho u ght might be radio dis­ 
tress signals fro m Miss Earhart’s 
“Fly ing Labo rato ry ,” the search 
made an ev er widening circle 
aro u nd the tiny island. All po s­ 
sible land hav ens were co v ered 
bu t Friday the nav y co nclu ded 
the fliers had no t landed o n any 
o f them. 
The Lex ingto n co ntinu ed send­ 
ing planes o u t Satu rday and 
Su nday , ho wev er. 
The Lex ingto n will retu rn to 
San Diego . 
Despite the magnitu de o f the 
search, no t a single casu alty was 
repo rted. The co st o f the search 
was no t estimated bu t u no fficial­ 
ly was set at sev eral hu ndred 
tho u sand do llars. 
Planes fro m the Lex ingto n 
flew mo re than 70,9 00 miles, and 
fu el co sts fo r the Co lo rado and 
Lex ingto n pro bably ran in the 
tens o f tho u sands o f do llars. 
The search was disheartening 
fro m the beginning, du e to lack 
o f definite info rmatio n as to the 
po sitio n o f Miss Earhart’s plane 
when it flashed its last message 
at 3:14 p. m. Ju ly 2—“We are in 
the po sitio n o f 157-337. . . . We 
are no w ru nning no rth and 
so u th.” The fly er repo rted gaso ­ 
line was ru nning lo w and she 
co u ld see no land.” 
Nu mero u s radio messages Re­ 
ceiv ed in all po ints in the Pacific 
so metimes bo lstered the ho pes o f 
the searches. Bu t apparently 
no ne was au thentic.
